and between one and two million dollars worth of coal (briquettes). It is reported 4 
chat the steel to be delivered by this firm is all of Jest German origin. The steel 
is reportedly destined for use in 38hlen for the manufacture of pipes (Siederchre) 
%o be shipped to the USSR, 


Representatives of the Etablissement Vaduz and of the Steiner firm of St, Gall, 


switzerland, state that present trading plans call for the transport of steel to the 
DIR by shin, mainly in French vottoms, from Rotterdam or Antwerp to East German ports. 
The representatives stated that they were forced to resert to this route as a result 
“ft stricter controls imposed on trensit shipments through Vest Germany and Austria, 

4 shipment of 3.200 tons of steel. from the Steiner company was due to arrive an 
Rostock on 2 October 1951, 


A new DDR reguintia requires that credits established in vest Curepean hanks by the 
DDR in payment for purcheses from Vest European countries be held open in any one 
Sank for a maximum period of L$ to 60 hours.
